This exhibit showcases
Native American collections, wildlife and fossils.
Stand in a cramped coal mine and investigate
“Walk in Beauty,” a study case of moccasins and
beadwork.
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2:30 p.m., “You Gotta Know the Territory” — A walk
through lowa’s early years before statehood (1838-
1846), focusing on native cultures, immigration,
farming, town life and human rights. Push a plow,
try a two-person saw, and watch a video about a
girl traveling west to lowa in a covered wagon.

1-4 p.m. for individuals of all ages. Volunteers will
assist with craft activities. The tours are free and
reservations are not required.
